Dick Cooley In his day has been the 
bere of many a hard fought baseball 
battle, but now he is a hero in another 
way, according to a dispatch from 
Lawton, Okla., to the St. Louis Globe- 
I>emo#rnt. 
He has saved a m an’s life 
by4 dragging him from a wrecked and 
burning emigrant car at the imminent 
hazard of his own life after a whole 
crew of railroad men had given the 
Imperiled man up for lost and were 
standing helplessly aside, with blanch­ 
ed arid averted faces, waiting for the 
flames to do tlioir work. 
It is a thrill­ 
ing story, and it shows that the nu­ 
merous and exciting crises ever re­ 
curring in bas*-ba ll games, the mimic 
trium phs and tragedies of the diamond, 
put something more into their heroes 
than merely the desire for a contract 
at a larger salary the following year. 
Cooley was on u hunting jaunt in the 
Indian Territory a few days ago. 
He 
was traveling on the Fort Bill branch 
of the Rock Island on an emigrant 
train and was keeping the conductor, 
an old friend, company in the caboose. 
When the train was bowling along 
near Apache, a thriving territory city. 
there was a sudden crash ahead, which 
was immediately succeeded by the 
sound of splintering timbers. 
The ca­ 
boose was overturned, but the occu­ 
pants fortunately escaped injury, and 
* as soon as they could get out they hur­ 
ried ahead to learn what had hap­ 
pened. 
Three emigrant cars had gone off 
the track and fallen on their sides with 
a crash. 
Two of them contained only 
household goods. 
The other contained 
one passenger, M. D. Williams, an In­ 
diana 
farmer, who was 
taking his 
household furniture down to the new 
farm which he won in the recent draw ­ 
ing at Lawton. 
Williams had a lantern in his car, 
and when the wreck occurred this lun 
tern was broken, and, the oil igniting, 
flames spread rapidly through the in­ 
terior of the car. Williams was pinned 
down by a lot of furniture which fell 
on him when the car toppled over on 
its side, and when Cooley anti the othei 
trainm en arrived they could hear his 
cries for succor issuing from within 
the burning car. They made two a t­ 
tem pts to effect a rescue, but both 
times were forced to retreat before the 
smoke and flames. Finally one of the 
crew, who haul worked very hard try ­ 
ing to get at Williams, turned to the 
others and said: 
“Boys, I guess we can't do anything 
more.” 
They all stood still for a minute, look­ 
ing at the burning mass, from which 
the cries of the pinioned man were still 
coming at Intervals. 
Cooley looked on for awhile and then 
came to the conclusion that he would 
make one more effort. Notwithstanding 
the admonitions of the trainmen he en­ 
tered tile car and crawled along as best 
he could over the debris which littered 
urn! obstructed the interior. The heat 
and smoke warned him of his danger. 
Hut he kept on and finally reached the 
{mint where W illiams was held prison­ 
er. Cooley worked fast and soon had 
one of Williams’ arms free. The ball 
player quickly grasped this, and, brae 
ing his feet against some debris, he 
gave a strong pull and by main force 
dragged the man from beneath the pile 
of wreckage. 
Cooley did not stop there. The flames 
were getting dangerously close, and he 
was beginning to feel weak from the 
effects of the smoke he had been inhal­ 
ing. As fast as he could he dragged 
Williams along behind him and soon 
bad him on th© outside. Aa it turned 
out Williams could have got out unaid­ 
ed after being released, as bt? had es 
cai*ed serious injury. Cooley, however, 
w as under the impression that the man 
had been seriously Injured, and he did 
not have time to ask questions. 
Williams was very grateful to his 
rescuer, who modestly accepted his 
thanks and the praise of the entire 
train crew. 
Trainm aster Sebree, who w as p re s 
eat, has sent a recommendation to 
Kook Island headquarters th at an an­ 
nual pass over the road be issued to 
Cooley as an evidence of the road’s ap­ 
preciation of heroism such as tills.

R E Q U E S T FROM T H E DEAD. 


D r. S a v a g e T e ll* H o w H I* So b G a v e 
H im a M e s s a g e . 
Dr. Minot J. Savage, the well known 
Unitarian minister in New Y<*~k. writ­ 
ing on spiritualism in Ainslee's Maga­ 
zine for March, says: 
I am now to detail a little experience 
which - * * - rn a to me to have r.5 -on t it cer­ 
tain features which cr * very unusual 
anil therefore worthy en 
special re­ 
marks. Never in my life until my son 
died two years a go did I attem pt to get 
into communication xvith any special 
person at any sitting held with any 
medium. I have always taken the attb 
lode of a student trying to solve the 
general problem involved. On two or 
three occasions, however, within the 
last two years I have tried to see lf I 
could get anything that appeared to be 
a message from my boy. H e died two 
years ago last June, at the age of thir­ 
ty-one. 
I was having a sitting with 
Mrs. Pipar. My son claimed to be pres­ 
ent. Excluding for the moment all oth­ 
er things, I wish definitely to outline 
this one little experience. At the time 
of his death he was occupying a room 
with a medical student and an old per­ 
sonal friend on Joy street, iii Boston. 
He had moved there from a room he 
occupied on Beacon street since I had 
visited bim, so that I had never been 
in his present room. I knew nothing 
about it w hatever and could not even 
have guessed as to anything concern 
ing it which he might say: 
lie said: “ Papa, I want you to go at 
once to my room. Look in my drawer, 
and you will find there a lot of loose 
papers. Among them are some which I ! 
wish you to take and destroy at once.” j 
He would not be satisfied until I had 
promised to do this. 
Mrs. Piper, re­ 
member, was in a dead trance at the 
time, and her hand was writing. She 
had no personal acquaintance with my 
son and. so far as I know, had nevei 
seen him. I submit that this reference 
to loose notes and papers which foi 
some unknown reason he was anxious 
to have destroyed is something which 
would be beyond the range of guess 
work, even had Mrs. Piper been con 
scions. 
Though ray boy and I hod been inti­ 
mate heart friends all our lives, this re­ 
quest was utterly inexplicable to me. 
It did not even enter into my mind to 
give a wild guess as to what he meant 
or w hy he w anted this thing done. 
I 
went, however, to his room, searched 
his drawer, gathered up all the loose 
papers, looked through them and a1 
once saw the meaning and importance 
of what he had asked me to do. There 
were things which he had jottcsl down 
and trusted to the privacy of his draw­ 
er which he w-oukl not have bad made 
public for tile world.

Dick Cooley In his day .has been the 
hero of many a bard fought baseball 
battle, but now -he la a hero in another 
way, according to a dispatch from 
Lawton. Okla.. to the 8L IxroJs Globe- 
IfemoiraL He baa saved a man's life 
by dragging him from a wrecked and 
burning emigrant car at the Imminent 
ha said of his own life after a whole 
crew of railroad men bad given the 
Imperiled man up for lost and were 
standing helplessly aside, with blanch­ 
ed and averted faces, waiting for the 
flames to do their work. It Is a thrill 
Ing story, and It shows that the nu­ 
merous and exciting crises ever re­ 
curring In baseball games, the mimic 
triumphs and tragedies of the diamond, 
put something more into their heroes 
than merely the desire for a «ontract 
at a larger salary the following year. 
Cooley waa on a hunting Jaunt in the 
Indian Territory a few days ago. He 
was traveling on the Fort Hill branch 
of the Rock Island on an emigrant 
train and waa keeping the conductor, 
an old friend, company in the caboose. 
When the train was bowling along 
near Apache, a thriving territory city, 
there was a sudden crash ahead, which 
was immediately succeeded by the 
sound of splintering timbers. Tbs ca­ 
lmosa was overturned, but the occu 
I*ants fortunately escaped injury, and 
as soon ss they could get out they bur 
risd ahead to learn what bad hap­ 
pened. 
Three emigrant cars had gone off 
tbs track and fallen on their sides with 
s crash. Two of them contained only 
household goods. The other contained 
one passenger, M. D. William*, an In­ 
diana 
farmer, who was taking his 
household furniture down to the new' 
farm which he won In the recent draw­ 
ing at I .aw ton. 
Williams had a lantern In his car, 
and when the wreck occurred this Ian 
tern waa broken, and, the oil Igniting, 
flames spread rapidly through the In 
tertor of the car. Williams waa pinned 
down hy a lot of furniture which fell 
on him when the car toppled over on 
Its aide, and when Cooley and the othei 
trainmen arrived they could hear his 
cries for succor issuing from within 
the burning car. They made two at 
tempts to effect a rescue, hut both 
times were forced to retreat before the 
smoke and flames. Finally one of the 
crew, who had worked very hard try­ 
ing to get at William* turned to the 
others and said; 
"Boy* I guess ws can't do anything 
mors.’* 
They all stood still for a minute, look* 
Ing at tho burning mast, from which 
tho cries of tho pinioned man ware still 
coming at Interval* 
Cooley looked on for awhile and then 
cam# to the conclusion that he woold 
make one move effort. Notwithstanding 
the ad monitions of the trainmen ho en­ 
tered the car and crawled along as bsst 
he could over the debris which Uttered 
and obstructed the Interior. The heat 
snd smoke warned him of his danger, 
but he kept on and finally reached the 
point where Williams was held prison 
er. Cooley worked fast and soon had 
one of Williams* arms free. The hail 
player quickly grasped tbl* and, brae 
Ing his feet against some debri* he 
gave a strong 4»ull and hy main force 
dragged the man from beneath the pile 
of wreckage. 
Cooley did not stop there. The flames 
were getting dangerously dose, and he 
was beginning to fool weak from the 
effects of the smoke he had been Inhal­ 
ing. As fast aa he could he dragged 
Williams along behind him and soon 
had him on tha outald* Aa tt turned 
out IV11 llama could hava got out unaid­ 
ed after being released, aa he had ea 
caped serious Injury. Cooley, however, 
waa under tha Impression that the man 
had been seriously Injured, and he did 
not have time to aak questions. 
Williams waa very grateful to his 
rescuer, who modestly accepted his 
thanks and th# praise of tho entire 
train crew. 
Trainmaster fiebre* who was pres­ 
ent, has eent a recommendation to 
Rock Island headquarter» that an a » 
nua! pass over the road be issued to 
Cooley as an evidence of the road's ap­

Dr. le v a g t Tell» Hew Hi* le a 
HIM a XNMKt, 
Dr. Minot J. Savage, the well known 
UnftaritHi minister In New Ycyk, writ­ 
ing on spiritualism In Ainslse's Maga­ 
zine for March, says: 
I am now to detail * little experience 
which peemato me to have about it cer­ 
tain feature» which aru very unusual 
and therefore worthy of special re­ 
mark».

I knew not bine 
about It whatever and could not even 
have guessed as to anything concern 
Ing it which be might say; 
He Mid; '"‘Papa, I want you to go at 
once to my room. Look In my drawer, 
snd you will find there a lot of loom? 
papers. Among them are some which I 
wish you to take and destroy at once.*' 
lie would not lie satisfied until I had 
promised to do this. Mrs. Piper, re 
mem tier, was in a dead tra net* at the 
time, ami her hand was writing. 8b< 
had no personal acquaintance with my 
aon and, so far as I know, had ttevei 
seen him. 1 submit that this reference 
to loose notes snd papers which fot 
some unknown reason he was anxlou* 
to have destroyed is something which 
would be beyond the range of guess 
work, even bad Mr* Piper been con 
sciou* 
Though my hoy and 1 had been Inti­ 
mate heart friends all our live* this re­ 
quest was utterly Inexplicable to me. 
It did not even enter Into my mind to 
give s wild guess as to what he meant 
or why he wanted this thing done. 
I 
went, however, to his room, searched 
his drawer, gathered up all the loose 
papers, looked through them and at 
once saw the meaning and Importance 
of what he had aaked me to do. There 
were things which he had Jotted down 
snd trusted to the privacy of hi* dra w­ 
er which he would not have bad made 
public for the world.
